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Aruba’s first all-inclusive re¬ 
sort and original hotel school, 
The Bushiri Beach Resort, has 
sat unoccupied for nearly ten 
years, deteriorating into a state 
of ruin. The last managers for 
the resort were the. Lowen- 
stein Group of Fresnos, owners 
of the Holiday Inn building 
and surrounding property. 
They closed the resort for good 
after negotiations with the ad¬ 
ministration at that time to pur¬ 
chase and renovate could not 
be finalized. 

A number of tourism devel¬ 
opment groups such as Sol 
Melia have showed serious in¬ 
terest in the property over the 
past ten years; agreements 
could not be reached with the 
previous administration. For a 
number of years the govern¬ 
ment has been spending 
money on security to prevent 
the building from being occu¬ 
pied by the homeless. How¬ 
ever, in that time it suffered a 


fire and extensive vandalism. 

Finally, the present admin¬ 
istration was in what appears 
to be serious negotiation with 
Baron Investment, which had 
expressed definitive interest in 
developing the site for a Hilton 
Hotel. The Fresnos group 
brought an injunction a num¬ 
ber of years ago to prevent the 
sale of the property, and the 
present administration under 
direction of Minister of 
Tourism, Transport and Labor, 
Otmar Oduber, took the case 
the court to release the prop¬ 
erty from this injunction. 

Yesterday afternoon, No¬ 
vember 4, the decision was 
handed down and the Aruban 
Government won their case. 
The judge declared Fresnos 
has 24 hours to lift the injunc¬ 
tion allowing negotiation for 
the development of the prop¬ 
erty to continue and hopefully 
be finalized.

12 others missing, rescue offi¬ 
cials said. 

A wave of mud and rocks 
rushed down the Pico Blanco 
hill at dawn and slammed into 
some 30 homes in San Antonio 
de Escazu, a southwestern sub¬ 
urb of San Jose, said the Na¬ 
tional Commission on 
Emergencies (CNE). 

"They are now talking 
about 20 people dead," CNE 
spokesman Reinaldo Carballo, 
told AFP. 

Rescuers scoured the area 
for 12 others missing among 
upturned cars, washing ma¬ 
chines and twisted sheets of tin 
roofing material, all buried 
helter-skelter in mud that in 
places was waist-deep. 

Landslides affected other 
parts of the city but there were 
no victims, said Red Cross 
spokesman Freddy Roman. 

President Laura Chinchilla 
urged that search and rescue 
efforts be left to trained profes¬ 
sionals, amid reports civilians 
were digging around, slowing 
down crews already hampered 
in their work by driving rain. 

"Even women and children 
are getting involved in the res¬ 
cue effort... it's our duty to pro¬ 
tect their lives," Chinchilla told 
a press conference in San Jose. 

The president said the land¬ 
slide had damaged main water 
supply lines and the govern¬ 
ment was setting up a truck de¬ 
livery system to speed supplies 
to some 700,000 people across 
the country lacking potable 
water. 

Chinchilla said her govern¬ 
ment was turning to "friendly 
countries" and international fi¬ 
nancial institutions like the In- 
terAmerican Development 
Bank and World Bank for fi¬ 
nancial help to deal with the 
disaster. 

Schools were closed in se¬ 
veral Costa Rican cities, in¬ 
cluding the San Jose me¬ 
tropolitan area, due to heavy 
rain over the past 48 hours. 
Several towns along the coun¬ 
try's Pacific coast were flooded 
and isolated. 


Haitians seek to evacuate 
tent cities in path of storm

CAMP, Haiti (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of refugees yesterday 
were refusing to leave Haiti's 
squalid tent cities despite offi¬ 
cial warnings to evacuate as a 
deadly storm bore down on the 
Caribbean nation. 

Haitian authorities and non¬ 
governmental organizations 
were rushing to try to get peo¬ 
ple to safety and secure vital 
stocks of medicines and goods 
before the arrival of tropical 
storm Tomas. 

The storm, which has al¬ 
ready killed 14 people in Saint 
Lucia, a two in Curagao, is set 
to sweep past Haiti early today 
bringing heavy rains and 
winds, and adding more mis¬ 
ery to the lives of 1.3 million 
people left homeless by Janu¬ 
ary's quake. 

Refugees were being urged 
to seek shelter in schools and 
hospitals, but many fear that if 
they leave the overcrowded, 
putrid camps they will lose the 
only home they have as well as 
their few precious possessions. 

Although the eye of the 
storm is on track to miss Haiti 
and hit Guantanamo in south¬ 
eastern Cuba, US weather ex¬ 
perts said the outer bands of 
Tomas would still dump be¬ 
tween five to 10 inches (12 to 
25 centimeters) of rain over 
much of the country. 

"These rains could cause 
life-threatening flash floods 


and mud slides over mountain¬ 
ous terrain," the Miami-based 
National Hurricane Center 
said. 

The storm was already 
packing winds of 50 miles (85 
kilometers) an hour which 
were set to strengthen in the 
coming hours. And the center 
also warned of the dangers of 
high waves and storm surges 
along the coast.

Cruise tourism to Aruba 
began in the early 1950’s with 
the visit by the m.s. Liberta- 
dor, a combination cargo/pas¬ 
senger ship belonging to the 
Royal Netherlands Steamship 
Company/K.N. S .M., now 
known as the Nedlloyd Line. 

The first all-passenger 
ship, the Tradewind, called in 
Aruba for the first time in 
1957. A BBQ with entertain¬ 
ment was organized at the 
Aruba Palm Beach Club, a 
private club then located in 
the now-empty area next to 
the Westin Resort, to wel¬ 
come the cruise passengers 
and also to introduce the first 
luxury hotel, the Aruba 
Caribbean Hotel, then under 
construction, which opened 
in 1959. It is now the com¬ 
pletely renovated Radisson 
Aruba Caribbean Resort. . 

It was the Santa Rosaand 
the Santa Paula of the inter¬ 
national steamship company, 
Grace Line, that began regu¬ 
lar Thursday visits to Aruba 
in 1958 and introduced the 
island to passengers from the 
United States. The ships 
sailed from New York stop¬ 
ping at Curasao, La Quaira 
(Venezuela), Aruba, 

Kingston (Jamaica), Port-of- 
Prince (Haiti), Fort Ever¬ 
glades (Florida). 

The luxurious new Santa 
Rosa made her first call to 
Aruba with a full comple¬ 
ment of 200 passengers and 
the crew of 250 and were es¬ 
corted into the harbor by a 
large number of motor and 
sailing vessels. The passen¬ 
gers were offered Aruba 


cocktails, a special tropical 
drink of coconut milk and 
gin. Touring the ship was 
possible between 5 pm and 
8 pm. and was visited by 
thousands. The $25 million 
dollar ship was 584 feet long, 
measured 20,000 tons with a 
cruising speed of 20 knots. 
Her sister ship, Santa Paula, 
followed her in late 1958. 

Advertisements for the 
cruise boasted ’’glass-en¬ 
closed promenade decks, or¬ 
chestra, music and dancing, 
veranda cafe, swimming pool 
and social hall.” Passengers 
often debarked in Aruba and 
stayed for a week or two at 
The Carib and boarded the 
next Grace Line ship for their 
return voyage. 

In comparison to today’s 
visitors, those passengers 
dressed ’’for the occasion”. 
Gowns and tuxedos were 
worn for evening activities at 
the hotel. 

For shopping in town, 
men wore long pants and 
shirts; women skirts, blouses 
and summer dresses. T-shirts 
were worn only under a shirt 
for men; shorts on the tennis 
court. Flip-flops did not 
exist. It was an elegant time. 

Hundreds and hundreds of 
thousands of tourists learned 
about Aruba by arriving on a 
cruise ship. Touring the is¬ 
land, site-seeing, indulging in 
water sports induced them to 
return and stay at the growing 
number of hotels and partici¬ 
pating in time share resorts. It 
was and still is a foundation 
for the tourism product and 
the economy of the island. 


DID YOU KNOW? 

In 1970, a visitor and his family were returning to the 
U.S. from a vacation in Aruba. As a result of that vaca¬ 
tion one of great inventions for travelers was born. 
Bernard D. Sadow, from Massachusetts, was struggling 
with two heavy suitcases when he "observed a worker 
effortlessly rolling a heavy machine on a wheeled skid". 
According to New York Times travel 
columnist, Joe Sharkey, Mr. Sadow, who owned a com¬ 
pany that made luggage, when he got back to work took 
the casters off a wardrobe trunk, mounted them on a 
big travel suitcase, put a strap on the front and pulled 
it. At age 85, he still holds the patent, Rolling Luggage 
#3,653,474. Ah, Aruba

A court in Amsterdam ruled 
on Tuesday that Sanrio’s 
Cathy, depicted as a friend of 
the popular feline Hello Kitty, 
infringed on the copyright for 
Miffy, a well-known and 
beloved Dutch character cre¬ 
ated by Dick Bruna. 

The ruling called for an im¬ 
mediate halt to the production, 
sale and marketing of Cathy 
goods in the Netherlands, Bel¬ 
gium and Luxembourg, and or¬ 


dered Sanrio to pay 25,000 
euros ($35,360) a day in the 
event of non-compliance, up to 
a total of 2 million euros. 

”We object to this ruling 
and do not believe any copy¬ 
right infringement took place, 
a view we intend to express 
legally,” Sanrio said in a state¬ 
ment. ”At this point, we be¬ 
lieve any impact on company 
earnings will be limited.” 

A Sanrio spokesman said 
the company believed the rul¬ 
ing equaled a temporary in¬ 
junction under the Japanese 
legal system but declined to 


give further 
details, cit¬ 
ing the pos¬ 
sibility of 
future legal 
action. 

Miffy, a 
small fe¬ 
male rabbit, 
was created 
in 1955 by 
Bruna and 
has since 
appeared in scores of books 
and inspired a television series, 
as well as clothes and other 
character goods.

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Sci-Tech 

Scientists unveil new method 
to create bio artificial organs 


MADRID (AFP) - Spanish 
scientists on Tuesday pre¬ 
sented a new technique to 
create bioartiflcal organs for 
transplant using stem cells 
which they said will vastly 
reduce the risk of rejection of 
the donated organ. 

The technique involves 
’’stripping” a donated heart, 
liver or other organ which is 
deemed unsuitable for dona¬ 
tion of their cells, leaving just 
a ’’scaffold”, Francisco Fer¬ 
nandez-Aviles, chief cardiol¬ 
ogist at Madrid’s Gregorio 
Maranon hospital told a news 
conference. 

Stem cells from the patient 
are then applied to this 
framework to re-grow the 
organ which will share their 
DNA, thus making it more 
acceptable to their body. 

Doctors will be able to 
carry out transplants involv¬ 
ing organs that have been re¬ 
generated using this 
technique in five years time 
at the earliest, said Fernan- 
dez-Aviles. 

’’This will put an end to 
two problems: the lack of 
donors or organs suitable for 



transplant and the rejection of 
transplanted organs by the 
patient,” he said. 

The hospital has eight 
heart ’’scaffolds” ready for 
use with this technique and it 
hopes to partially re-grow 
one heart using stem cells by 
the end of the year. 

Science Minister Cristina 
Garmendia said the hospital 
’’has the first lab in the world 
dedicated to producing bioar- 
tifical organs for transplant 
using adult stem cells.” 


Three years ago the hospi¬ 
tal became the first in the 
world to use stem cells from 
a patient’s fat tissue, extracted 
through liposuction, to treat 
his heart. 

Massive investment has 
been directed into stem-cell 
research, driven by hopes that 
immature, pre-cursor cells 
can be prompted into becom¬ 
ing specific adult cells for the 
heart, brain and so on. 

Spain has become a world 
leader in organ donation 
since it set up a network of 
transplant coordinators in 
1989 at all hospitals in the 
country which closely moni¬ 
tor emergency wards to iden¬ 
tify potential donors. 

When they learn of a 
death, they tactfully talk to 
the grieving families to get 
permission to use the organs 
to help save the lives of oth¬ 
ers. 

Only about 15 percent of 
families approached in Spain 
refused consent for organ do¬ 
nation, a huge drop from the 
40 percent who refused in the 
1980s before the system was 
set up. 


Samsung aims to sell 1 min Galaxy Tabs 
by year’s end 



SEOUL (AFP) - South 
Korea’s Samsung Elec¬ 
tronics launched its tablet 
computer in the domestic 
market and said it aims to 
sell more than a million of 
the Galaxy Tabs world¬ 
wide by the end of this 
year. 

J.K. Shin, president of 
the company’s mobile 
business, on Thursday said 
the firm plans to offer the 
Galaxy Tab in various sizes 
next year as it scrambles to 
challenge Apple’s iPad in the 
rapidly-growing tablet PC 
market. 

”We have received a very 
good market response in 
countries in Southeast Asia 


and Europe.... I estimate we 
will be able to sell more than 
a million units worldwide by 
the end of this year,” Shin 
told reporters. 

The Galaxy Tab has a 
seven-inch (18-centimetre) 
touch screen — smaller than 


the iPad's nearly 10-inch 
display — and will be 
available for South Ko¬ 
rean consumers next 
week via SK Telecom, the 
country's largest wireless 
operator. 

"You can literally use 
it by holding it in one 
hand or put it into the in¬ 
side pocket of your suit,” 
Shin said, putting the de¬ 
vice into his pocket dur¬ 
ing a press conference. 

The Galaxy Tab will make 
its debut in Korea before the 
iPad — the iPad's sole distrib¬ 
utor KT Corp has said it 
plans to launch the device lo¬ 
cally later this month. 

Samsung Electronics has 
already introduced its first 
tablet computer in countries 
like Germany and the United 
States after Apple rolled out its 
iPad internationally in January. 

The Galaxy Tab, powered 
by Google's Android soft¬ 
ware and featuring cameras 
front and back, can make 
phone and video calls, while 
the iPad has no camera or 
built-in phone. 

The new device also al¬ 
lows users to access websites 
based on Adobe System's 
Flash, unlike Apple, which 
blocks the widely-used multi- 
media platform on its devices. 
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Europe tests 
cyber defences 
against hackers 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean computer guards bat¬ 
tled Thursday against a 
simulated attempt by hack¬ 
ers to bring down critical 
Internet services in the first 
pan-continental test of 
cyber defences. 

All 27 of the European 
Union's member nations as 
well as Iceland, Norway 
and Switzerland took part in 
the simulation as partici¬ 
pants or observers, working 
together against the ficti¬ 
tious online assault, the Eu¬ 
ropean Commission said. 

The exercise was based 
on a scenario in which one 
country after the other in¬ 
creasingly suffered prob¬ 
lems accessing the Internet, 
making it difficult for citi¬ 
zens, businesses and public 
institutions to access essen¬ 
tial services. 

Security experts had to 
work together to prevent a 
simulated "total network 
crash,” said Jonathan Todd, 
a commission spokesman 
for digital affairs. 

"I would like to empha¬ 
sise, so as to avoid any 'War 
of the Worlds' scenario here, 
this is purely an exercise 
and practice,” Todd told a 
news briefing. 

"There will be absolutely 
no effect on Internet con¬ 
nectivity in Europe.” 

The threat of assaults on 
computer systems has been 
identified as a key challenge 
in Europe, the United 
States, and NATO. 

The threat came to life in 
a costly cyber strike against 
Estonia in 2007 and the 
Stuxnet computer worm at¬ 
tack in Iran this year. 

The United States held 
its own major exercise 
against a large-scale cyber 
attack on critical infrastruc¬ 
ture in late September with 
12 international partners 
and 60 private companies. 

The European exercise 
will be followed by more 
tests with more complex 
scenarios on the global 
level, the EU's executive 
arm said. 

The EU hopes the exer¬ 
cise will help the bloc un¬ 
derstand how such an 
incident can take place and 
ensure that authorities know 
who to contact in other 
members states in any cyber 
strikes, the commission said. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion proposed on September 
30 a new regulation that 
would impose neavier crim¬ 
inal sanctions against hack¬ 
ers and producers of 
malicious software. 

Cyber security will be 
one of the top issues that 
NATO leaders will tackle at 
a summit of the 28-nation 
military alliance in Lisbon 
on November 20-29.

Singapore IVF 
baby does not 
have DNA of 
’father’ 

SINGAPORE (AFP) - A 
baby conceived through in 
vitro fertilisation (IVF) at a 
private hospital in Singapore 
has different DNA to the sup¬ 
posed father, a lawyer repre¬ 
senting the clients said 
Wednesday. 

The couple made the 
shocking discovery after they 
were told that the baby's 
blood type was B while they 
were groups O and A, a sci¬ 
entific impossibility if they 
were the two biological par¬ 
ents, S. Palaniappan told 
AFP. 

"They discovered it a few 
days after the birth of the 
baby. They were informed by 
the paediatrician that the 
baby's blood group is B," he 
said. 

"So they were a bit sur¬ 
prised because the mother is 
O and the father is A. Biolog¬ 
ically it’s not possible when 
you have such a combina¬ 
tion.” 

The couple, a Chinese 
Singaporean woman and a 
Caucasian man whose identi¬ 
ties the lawyer kept confiden¬ 
tial, also started to notice the 
baby has a distinctly different 
complexion. 

A DNA test carried out 
last month in a Hong Kong 
laboratory at the couple's re¬ 
quest showed the baby, who 
was bom on October 1 in an 
emergency caesarean, had the 
mother's DNA but not the of¬ 
ficial father's, Palaniappan 
said. 

The couple are waiting for 
the results of another DNA 
test in Singapore by the 
Health Sciences Authority, a 
statutory board under the 
Ministry of Health (MOH).

Olive Oil and tree nuts seem 
to improve cholesterol levels 



Upping your intake of mo- 
nounsaturated fats - found in 
olive oil, tree nuts and avoca- 
does - can help improve cho¬ 
lesterol levels, a small new 
study suggests. 

These fats can raise levels 
of HDL cholesterol (the 
’’good” kind) by 12.5 percent, 
and reduce levels of LDL 
cholesterol by 35 percent, 
when eaten with a low-cho¬ 
lesterol diet, said study re¬ 
searcher Dr. David Jenkins. 

’’The exciting thing about 
the study is if you take a diet 
which is quite spectacular in 
lowering cholesterol, you can 
make it even better by adding 
monounsaturated fats,” Jenk¬ 
ins, director of the Risk Fac¬ 
tor Modification Centre at St. 
Michael's Hospital in Canada 
said.. 


Good cholesterol helps 
protect against heart attacks 
by carrying cholesterol away 
from the arteries, and some 
experts think it may also slow 
the buildup of arterial 
plaques, according to the 
American Heart Association. 
Bad cholesterol builds on the 
inner walls of the arteries, 
narrowing and hardening 
them, and increasing the risk 
of heart attack and stroke. 

Because the study in¬ 
volved only people with 
mildly or moderately high 
cholesterol, Jenkins said peo¬ 
ple with very high cholesterol 
shouldn't try to replace their 
statin medications with a di¬ 
etary solution unless they're 
prepared to take diet seri¬ 
ously. 

Fatty findings 


To begin the two-month 
study, researchers provided 
low-cholesterol meals - in¬ 
cluding fruits, vegetables and 
wheat products - for one 
month to 24 people with 
mildly and moderately high 
blood-cholesterol levels. 

The next month, the re¬ 
searchers split the people into 
two groups, one of which 
added monounsaturated fats 
to their diets. Both groups 
were provided with vegetar¬ 
ian meals that included soy, 
nuts, barley, okra and plant 
sterol-enriched margarine. 

The group that added the 
monounsaturated fats had 13 
percent of their calories from 
carbohydrates replaced with 
fat-rich sunflower oil or avo¬ 
cado oil. 

At the end of the two 
months, both groups experi¬ 
enced a 35 percent decrease 
in bad cholesterol, similar to 
a decrease caused by taking a 
statin drug, Jenkins said. 

The group with the mo¬ 
nounsaturated fats saw higher 
good cholesterol levels two 
weeks into the diet, and, by 
the end of the month, they 
had a 12.5 percent increase in 
good cholesterol. 

Jenkins said the finding 
shows that not only can these 
fats improve good levels in a 
short period of time, they 
don't raise levels of bad cho¬ 
lesterol. 

As with all foods, people 
should eat monounsaturated 
fats in moderation, Jenkins 
noted. 

"You have to get rid of the 
danishes and the bagels in 
order to make room for the 
calories from the monounsat¬ 
urated fats," he said. 

Because the study in¬ 
volved a small group of peo¬ 
ple, Jenkins said further study 
must be done to support the 
findings.

'Educational' DVDs don't 
expand baby vocabulary: 
study

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Toddlers exposed to DVDs 
and videos marketed as '’edu¬ 
cational” showed no greater 
improvement in their vocabu¬ 
laries than children not ex¬ 
posed to such programming, a 
study said Wednesday. 

In fact, researchers from 
the University of Virginia and 
Vanderbilt University said 
their findings suggest babies 
leam best in everyday activi¬ 
ties, without any exposure to 
videos. 

The study, published in the 
journal Psychological Sci¬ 
ence, tested 72 infants be¬ 
tween the ages of 12 and 18 
months. 

The infants were divided 
into four groups of 18, some 
of whom were shown a 39- 
minute video with images of 
common household objects a 
speaker identified by name. 

Toddlers from the first 
group watched the video in 
the presence of a parent. Chil¬ 
dren from the second group 
watched the DVD without an 
adult. 

In the third group, parents 
were told to teach their chil¬ 
dren as many words as they 
could from a list of 25 also 
featured on the DVD, without 
allowing them to watch it. 

In the fourth group, no videos 
were screened and parents did 
not make any extraordinary ef¬ 
fort to teach their children vo¬ 


cabulary words. 

Instead, this "control 
group” provided a base¬ 
line of normal vocabu¬ 
lary growth against 
which the other three 
groups were measured. 

After one month, all 
of the children were 
tested on their knowl¬ 
edge of a list of words 
that appeared in the 
DVD. 

The researchers 
found that the infants 
who regularly watched 
the DVD during the pe¬ 
riod learned "very little” from 
their exposure to it. 

The study also found that 
parents who enjoyed the DVD 
thought their child had learned 
more from it than parents who 
were unimpressed by it — 
even though "there was no 
difference in how many words 
were learned by the children 
of these two groups of par¬ 
ents,” according to re¬ 
searchers. 

"If you want to show your 
infant 'baby videos,' that's 
fine. Just don’t expect the 
child to leam a great deal from 
it,” said lead author Judy De- 
Loache of the University of 
Virginia. 

A set of "Baby Einstein” 
DVDs, one of the most popu¬ 
lar brands of educational 
videos geared toward infants, 
costs around 46 dollars in the 
United States. But DeLoache 
said that her study showed the 
investment probably won't 
pay off. 

What parents interpret as 
knowledge acquired by 
watching the DVDs is actu¬ 
ally just normal developmen¬ 
tal change, she said. 

"Your children are going to 
leam language anyway,” said 
DeLoache, adding that the 
best way to help young chil¬ 
dren leam new words is to 
simply talk to them.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Dutch go¬ 
vernment said yesterday it will 
not allow oil giant Shell to store 
millions of tons of carbon diox¬ 
ide in a depleted gas reservoir 
under a small town, upholding 
the fears of townspeople. 

"The C02 storage project in 
(the western town of) Baren- 
drecht is not going ahead," the 
ministry of economy, agricul¬ 
ture, and environment said in a 
statement. 

A "total lack of local sup¬ 
port" was one of the main rea¬ 
sons for the decision, it quoted 
minister Maxime Verhagen as 
saying in a letter to parliament. 

The previous Dutch govern¬ 
ment last November provision¬ 
ally authorized Anglo-Dutch 
Shell to undertake a project to 
store some of the 5.0 megatons 
of C02 emitted each year by 
the company’s refinery in Per- 
nis, Europe’s largest, about 15 
kilometres (10 miles) from 
Barendrecht. 

But it said it would leave the 
final decision to the next gov¬ 
ernment elected in June, a mi¬ 
nistry spokesman explained. 

Under the scheme, set to 
have started in 2012, the C02 
was to be carried by a pipeline, 
compressed, and injected into a 
depleted gas reservoir 1,800 
meters (5,900 feet) under 
ground. 


Shell, which planned to 
store more than 300,000 tons of 
carbon dioxide a year for 30 
years at Barendrecht, has said 
the C02 will dissolve or form 
minerals over time. 

Residents and local officials 
of the 50,000-strong town, 
however, vehemently opposed 
the project and threatened legal 
action. 

The ministry statement said 
C02 storage was key to reduc¬ 
ing the Netherlands' greenhouse 
gas emissions, and insisted it 
was "safe." 

The country emitted about 
170 megatons of C02 in 2009. 
It has no underground C02 
storage facility, but is planning 
a large project in depleted gas 
reservoirs that lie mainly under 
grazing land in the northern 
provinces of Groningen, Fries¬ 
land and Drente. 

Shell spokesman Wendel 
Broere lamented the govern¬ 
ment's decision on Barendrecht, 
but said "we hope that other 
projects will still be able to go 
ahead." 

Activist group Greenpeace 
welcomed the move. 

"Now that C02 dumping is 
disappearing from the political 
agenda, space is being made for 
investment in energy saving 
and clean energy," it said in a 
statement. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
World sugar prices hit their 
highest point in almost three 
decades yesterday, driven by a 
plunging dollar, fresh US mon¬ 
etary stimulus and increasing 
weather worries in key produc¬ 
ing nations. 

The price of unrefined 
sugar for delivery in March 
jumped to 31.64 US cents a 
pound on the New York Board 
of Trade (NYBOT) - the best 
level since January 1981, after 
having hit similar highs earlier 
this week. 

Sugar, which has shot up by 
140 percent since May, is used 
mainly in the food and drinks 
sector but is also used for the 
production of ethanol — a 
cheaper version of gasoline, or 
motor fuel. 

"New highs again today 
and the bulls have the wind at 


their backs," said sugar analyst 
Thomas Kujawa at the Sucden 
brokerage in London, in refer¬ 
ence to investors who are bet¬ 
ting prices will go higher. 

"It all seems to be going 
their way with the dollar on 
fresh lows and American eco¬ 
nomic policy makers seem¬ 
ingly coming to the con¬ 
clusion that all they can do is 
fresh quantitative easing, 
which consequently means, for 
us, there's more money around 
chasing the same amount of 
commodities." 

The weak dollar boosts de¬ 
mand for sugar, which be¬ 
comes cheaper for buyers 
using stronger currencies, and 
therefore pushes prices higher. 

In recent weeks and 
months, sugar has also rock¬ 
eted higher as floods and 
droughts hamper production of 


the widely-used raw material. 

"Earlier expectations (of a 
surplus this year) were dashed 
by an impressive flow of bad 
news on the production front," 
said Emmanuel Jayet, analyst at 
French bank Societe Generale. 

"From floods in Pakistan to 
drought in Russia and dryness 
in Brazil, the already limited 
surplus forecast had to be re¬ 
vised down. 

"With the surplus now seen 
around two million tons ... it 
forced the market to realize 
that the very tight supply situ¬ 
ation of the 2009/ 2010 season 
would last much more than an¬ 
ticipated," Jayet added. 

Prices are widely expected 
to remain at elevated levels de¬ 
spite higher sugar output in 
Brazil and India, the world's 
first and second biggest pro¬ 
ducers. 


China, France sign major 
energy, aviation deals 


Portugal says it will not call for IMF, 


PARIS, France (AFP) - France 
and China signed major indus¬ 
trial deals worth 20 billion dol¬ 
lars yesterday at the start of a 
lavish state visit by Chinese 
President Hu Jintao, cementing 
previously strained ties. 

The signings kicked off a 
three-day visit by Hu that 
France hopes will result in a 
massive boost to its high-tech

China's deputy foreign mi¬ 
nister Fu Ying revealed the 
scale of the deals to reporters 
after talks between the two 
presidents and the signing ce¬ 
remony at the Elysee Palace 
yesterday evening. 

Separately announcing de¬ 
tails of the contracts, Sarkozy's 
office said European plane- 
maker Airbus struck a deal to 
supply 102 airliners to Chinese 
firms at a cost of 14 billion dol¬ 
lars (around 10 billion euros). 

Meanwhile, French nuclear 
giant Areva signed a contract 
to supply 3.5 billion dollars' 
worth of uranium to Chinese 
power firm CNGPC, Areva 
chief Anne Lauvergeon said. 

She added that Areva had 
also signed a contract to build 
a uranium treatment plant in 
China, but did not cite the 
amount. 


EU bailout 

LISBON, Portugal (AFP) - 
The Portuguese government 
yesterday said it had no need 
for a rescue package from the 
International Monetary Fund 
or the European Union, even 
as it has to pay ever higher 
rates for fresh cash on the 
money markets. 

Portugal "rules out the pos¬ 
sibility of seeking external 
help for the financing of its 
economy," government 

spokesman Pedro Silva Pereira 
said. 

"Our message rather is that 
Portugal is doing what it must 
do. It is taking the budget con¬ 
solidation measures which the 
international markets them¬ 
selves judge to be absolutely 
necessary," Pereira said. 

"These measures are recog¬ 
nised as credible and adequate 
and parliament has passed a 


tight budget," he added. 

The government statement 
came as Portuguese borrowing 
rates on the financial markets 
soared to historic highs despite 
parliamentary approval on 
Wednesday of a tough auster¬ 
ity budget aimed at slashing 
the public deficit. 

The markets were unim¬ 
pressed, dealers said, with in¬ 
vestors demanding ever higher 
returns to buy Portuguese debt, 
along with that of other weaker 
eurozone members Spain and 
Ireland. 

The yield — the rate of re¬ 
turn for investors — on the 
benchmark Portuguese 10-year 
bond jumped to 6.436 percent 
from 6.168 percent on 
Wednesday. 

Pereira said the markets 
were ignoring the budget 
measures and were driven in 


part by speculative interests 
"which is irrational." 

Spain, Portugal and Ireland 
have all been under intense 
pressure since debt-strapped 
Greece was only saved from 
default in May by a 110-bil- 
lion-euro rescue package put 
together by the EU and Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund. 

Dealers said the uncertain 
economic outlook for these 
weaker eurozone countries 
was making investors nervous 
about buying their debt. 

"Investors are getting very 
jittery as more bad news 
comes through. Many of the 
governments in these weaker 
countries are under pressure 
and the political situation is 
fragile. The market does not 
like that," said Rene Defossez 
of Natixis in Paris.

Alphabetic order 
may decide kids” 
surnames in Spain 

MADRID (AFP) - A new 
law in Spain could lead to a 
boom in children whose 
main family names start with 
the letter 'A'. 

Until now, Spanish kids 
have carried both parents' 
surnames — their fathers' al¬ 
ways in first place and their 
mothers' in second. In every 
day use, many people give 
only the first surname. 

But legislation submitted 
to parliament on Wednesday 
would give mothers equal 
rights to fathers in deciding 
which parent's surname goes 
first. 

If they can't agree, it will 
be alphabetic order that de¬ 
cides. 

"Names like Abad or Al¬ 
varez have a promising fu¬ 
ture in Spain," said the 
conservative daily ABC. 

"For others like Zurbano 
or Zamora, survival will be 
more complicated." 

The leading centre-left 
daily El Pais said the Spanish 
government simply wanted 
to extend the principle of 
equality to the symbolic so¬ 
cial realm of family names. 

The legislation will be ex¬ 
amined by the Justice Com¬ 
mission of the parliament's 
lower house until November 
10 for possible amendments. 
It could be two years before 
it comes into force.

SYDNEY (AFP) - An out¬ 
back Australian town is 
bucking the country's cut¬ 
throat housing market by of¬ 
fering farmhouses for rent at 
one dollar (99 US cents) a 
week to families prepared to 
move to the country. 

The town of Trundle, with 
a population of about 380, is 
seeking people from from all 
over Australia to fill six 
homes, some of which have 
been vacant for years as the 
region suffered a long and 
devastating drought. 

But with the town enjoy¬ 
ing its best season in a 
decade and wheat and cereal 
crops flourishing, locals have 


banded together to bring in 
new people to reinvigorate 
the community. 

"It is an idea for people to 
have a tree change (move to 
the country) and come out to 
the Outback of Australia," 
campaign spokeswoman 
Cherie Quade told AFP on 
Wednesday. 

"Trundle is not dying but 
we just wanted to avoid that 
slippery slope where you 
lose vital services and the 
town sort of goes in a quick 
spiral down hill. We are just 
doing what we can to pre¬ 
empt any disasters." 

The notion of ditching 
busy city lifestyles, beset by 


increasingly unaffordable 
housing, for a "tree-change" 
country life has taken hold in 
Australia in recent years, a 
counter to declining country 
populations. 

Primary school teacher 
Quade said the latest initiative 
hopes to bring 10 new fami¬ 
lies into the town some 350 
kilometres (215 miles) north¬ 
west of Sydney to breathe 
new life into its schools. 

"This scheme has really 
invigorated everybody, 
everybody's really excited," 
she said. "The kids are get¬ 
ting onboard, (saying) 'Miss 
Quade, are there people com¬ 
ing to live in Trundle?'."

Feisty Spanish women 
top flirting league table 



MADRID (AFP) - Step aside 
sleek Parisiennes, fun-loving 
Britons and sultry Italians: 
Spanish women are the 
world's greatest flirts, ac¬ 
cording to an online study re¬ 
leased by a dating website on 
Tuesday. 

Spanish women are the 
most likely to "make the first 
move" with a man, according 
to the social network 
Badoo.com, which studied 
"flirtation behaviour" based on 
90 million romantic contacts 
made on its site in a month. 

The resulting "World Flir¬ 
tation League" ranked 20 
countries by the number of 
contacts with a man initiated 
by the women in each country. 

Forget Spain's conserva¬ 
tive Catholic traditions: 
Spanish women topped the 


table by a comfortable 
stretch, making an average of 
1.33 contacts per month. 

Just behind came Poland, 
the Dominican Republic, 
Italy and Argentina — with 
Latin countries, speaking ei¬ 
ther Spanish, Italian, or Por¬ 
tuguese, holding eight of the 
top 10 places. 

Canada was the highest- 
ranking English-speaking 
country, in ninth place, and 
the only non-Catholic coun¬ 
try in the top 10. 

Germany ranked 12th in 
the table, Britain 14th, France 
17th and the United States a 
lowly second from last, ac¬ 
cording to Badoo, which 
claims some 80 million reg¬ 
istered users in Europe, Latin 
America and elsewhere. 

The Spanish figure was 
almost double that for British 
women — who made 0.78 
"moves" towards men on the 
site — France, where the fig¬ 
ure was 0.69, or the United 
States at 0.63. 

Overall, Badoo found that 
men were still far more likely 
than women to make the first 
move, both in Spain and 
elsewhere. 

"But we wanted to know 
whether women in some 
countries were more likely to 
take the lead than those in 
others — and what this said 
about those societies," the 
site's marketing director 
Lloyd Price said in a state¬ 
ment. 

And if Spanish women 
are the world's biggest flirts, 
the study authors suggested, 
then their menfolk also win 
an honorary title: that of "the 
world's luckiest" men.

Harrison was fined 20,000 
dollars by the National Foot¬ 
ball League for tackling the 
New Orleans Saints quarter¬ 
back from behind on Sunday, 
drawing a roughing-the- 
passer penalty during the 
Saints' 20-10 triumph over 
the Steelers. 

In all, Harrison's fines 
total 100,000 dollars, the 
heftiest punishment being the 
75,000-dollar fine incurred 
for an October 17 helmet hit 
that gave Cleveland receiver 
Mohamed Massaquoi a con¬ 
cussion. 

The NFL also hit Harrison 
with a 5,000-dollar fine on 
September 19 for a hard hit 


on Tennessee quarterback 
Vince Young. 

"The amount of money is 
becoming an issue," Harrison 
said. "The fines that they is¬ 
sued to me, two of them 
weren't even called penal¬ 
ties." 

Harrison said he briefly 
considered retiring from the 
NFL the week the league is¬ 
sued an edict adopting a 
tougher position regarding 
hits to the head and neck, the 
week he slammed into Mas¬ 
saquoi. 

NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell met Tuesday in New 
York with Harrison to talk 
about the NFL's dangerous 
hits policy, which Harrison 
called "semi-productive". 

The Steelers' loss to the 
reigning Super Bowl cham¬ 
pion Saints dropped them to 
5-2, level with Baltimore 
atop the AFC North divi¬ 
sion.

Zenyatta, Goldikova pace Breeders 
Cup charge 



LOUISVILLE (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten mare Zenyatta will try 
to defend her Breeders Cup 
Classic crown on Saturday 
while mile-marvel Goldikova 
bids to be the first horse to 
win three times at the annual 
equine showdown. 

Zenyatta, an 8-5 betting 
favorite to improve her per¬ 
fect to 19-0 record in the 
Cup's feature race at 
Churchill Downs, pleased 
owners Jerry and Ann Moss 
and trainer John Shirreffs in a 
Thursday morning workout 
at the famed track. 

"She galloped beauti¬ 
fully," Shirreffs said of Zeny- 
atta's 1.5-mile training run. 
"She’s very happy. On the 
second day of taking her to 
the track, you might think 
she’d be a little flat, but she 
was full of energy. 

"That’s what you look for 
- the enthusiasm and good 
energy." 

The 14-race, two-day ex¬ 
travaganza features a total 
purse of more than 25.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars and bills itself as 
the world championships of 
racing. 

French superstar Goldi¬ 
kova, who won the Mile on 
turf in 2008 and 2009, will be 
trying to become the first 
three-time winner in the 
Cup's 27-year history. 

The Freddy Head-trained 
mare drew the 10th post in a 
field of 11 and was priced at 
6-5. Head, 63, has said 
Goldikova has faced tougher 
competition in her career than 
the mares Zenyatta has gone 
against. 


"It's hard to say. It's differ¬ 
ent," Head said. "All I can 
say is that Goldikova has 
been running against colts all 
her life. The best of our gen¬ 
eration. Maybe it's not the 
same with Zenyatta." 

Breeders Cup organizers 
have planned races Friday 
and Saturday to be staged 


under floodlights, the rare 
evening session adding to the 
drama of Zenyatta's quest on 
a track where she has never 
run, one where fans flocked 
to workouts. 

Zenyatta won the 2009 
Breeders Cup Classic in dra¬ 
matic style on the synthetic 
surface at Santa Anita last 
year and took the 2008 
Fadies' Classic. 

The oldest horse in the 1 
1/4-mile Classic, Zenyatta 
will be ridden by Mike Smith 
from the number eight start¬ 
ing gate against 11 rivals in 
the five million-dollar event. 

Blame was second with 
oddsmakers in the Classic 
field at 9-2 followed by Qual¬ 
ity Road at 5-1 and Preakness 
winner Fookin at Fucky at 6- 
1. No other foe was less than 
10 - 1 . 

Fookin at Fucky trainer 
Bob Baffert said Zenyatta 
needs to win the Classic on 
Kentucky dirt for Horse of 
the Year honors.
